Merryman Says He Was 
Used by Gang in Order 
to Open Doors of the 
House*They Entered in 
Search of Gold. 


Under sentence of life imprison- 
ment, following conviction Monday 
on serious charges brought by sev- 
eral young boys of Atlanta, R, C. 
Merryman, 45 years old, last night 
confessed to a Constitution repre- 
sentative the part he played in the 
murder of an aged couple living 
near Hickman, Ky., thirty-six 
years ago, in gearch of gold, be- 
lieved to have been in possessien 
of the murdered people. 

Merryman’s alleged complicity tin 
the murder, how dim in the mem- 
ory of most Kentuckians, but 
which at the time stirred the com- 
monwealth as one of the most 
heinvus in its history, was suspect- 
ed following telegraphic informa- 
tion from police officials to the 
Atifata authorities, asking that the 
man der sentence of life impris- 
onment here be questioned. 

Conscience Hurting Him. 

Deputy Sheriff Jim White sent 
the prisoner through a thorough 
probe Thursday afternoon, but only 
non-committal answers could be 
obtained. Last night, however, 
Merryman declared his conscience 
had been hurting him ever since 
1885, when the murder is said to 
have occurred, and that he wanted 
to confess the whole thing, go back

“TI was too small to have any 
“actual part in the murder,” Merry- 
man stated last night. “At the 
time I was about 11 years of age, 
and my-part in the murder was en- 
tirely through Ignorance. Five 
other men, whose names I will dis- 
close later, urged that I enter the 
plot to rob the aged couple, and it 
was with that end in view that I 
entered the heinous deed. It was 
shortly after dark when the party 
of us went to the house occupied 
by the old couple, an ‘old man’ 
King and his wife. The men 
pushed me through the window, 
and I entered the house, opening 
all the doors as I came to them, to 
prepare a way for the men that 
were following.”

Washington, February 12.—With 
administration senators denouncing 
the compromise Article 10 reserva- 
tion proposed by “mild reservation” 
republicans, and trying vallanthy to 
influence democratic senators not 
to accept it, republican leaders 
found today they could not expect 
more than 29 republican votes for 
it. Prospects for an agreement in 
it did not appear bright. 

The poll among republican sena- 
tors was said to .ave revealed that 
in addition to 14 Irreconcilables 
there would be at least six “strong 
reservationists” who would oppose 
the suggested compromise. The sen- 
ators named were: Frelinghuysen, 
New Jersey; Ball, Delaware; Wads- 
worth, New York; £utherland, West 
Virginia; Calder, New York, and 
Dillingham, Vermont. 

Support Necessary. 

With only 29 republicans support- 
ing the reservation, the votes of 
35 democrats would be necessary

William McKeighan Says 
He Was Told the Case 
Would Be Reversed If 
He Supported Newberry 
in Primary. 


“POLITICS IS FUNNY,” 
SO HE TOOK NO CHANCES 


That Was McKeighan’s 
Answer to Question as to 
Whether the Michigan 
Supreme Court Could Be 
Influenced by Newber- 
ry’s Friends. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., February 12. 
William McKeighan, former edder- 
man and mayor of Flint, Mich., who 
in August, 1918, was under. sentence 
to the penitentiary for assault and 
robbery, testified in the Newberry 
elections conspiracy trial today that 
he was told by Richard R. Flétcher, 
a defendant, that if he supported 
Truman H, Newberry in the primary 
his case would be reversed by the 
stat® supreme court, but otherwise 
he would “be left to go to joil.’”’ 

Fletcher is state labor commis- 
sioner, with offices at Lansing. The 
witness said the remark was mdae 
in the presence of Paul King, New- 
berry campaign manager; Fred Cas- 
tater, a Detroit alderman, and Fred 
Henpy, of Flint, a deputy under 
Fletcher. All three are also de- 
fendants. The incident, said Me- 
Keighan, occurred behind the pre- 
scription casé in his drug store. 

Under cross-examination, Me. 
Keighan said he’ knew nothing 
against the integrity of the Michi- 
gan supreme court or any member 
of it, and when asked if he te- 
lieved Fletcher’s statement, replied: 
“Politics is funny. I was taking no 
chances.” 

The testimony came at the end of 
* draggy day in the trtal; tn which 
comparatively few witnesses were 
heard. W. J. Crotty, former em- 
ployee of the Newberrg estate, tes- 
tified that contributions te the sen- 
atorial campaign fund by John New- 
berry, brother of the ‘senator, 
amounted to between $15,000 and 
$20,000 by June 15, 19¥8, 

Francis O. Linquist, former con- 
gressman of the Elevefitth Michigan 
district, testified to receiving .$4.557 
for circulars he had printed and dis- 
tributed about the state. He said he 
kept $500 as pay for his own efforts. 

Marious Hansen, a banker from 
Grayling, Mich., said he found a $50 
bill in a magazine which B, Frank 
Emery, of the senatorial committee, 
picked up and placed before him 
and that the defendant explained it 
was for possible expense in circu- 
lating petitions. The banker «aid 
he used $15 and retained the other 
$35. 

Organized Bolo Clubs. 

George L. Jordan, third member 
of the grand jury to testify at the 
trial, related that William E. Rice, 
a defendant, told the grand jury he 
received $125 a month, traveling 
expenses, and $300 worth of printing 
after he had agreed’ with Charles 
Floyd, head of the Grand Rapids 
headquarters, to push organization 
of Bolo clubs among Spanish wer 
veterans. 

McKeighan, on direct examination, 
rehear@ed the fact of his conviction 
on the assault and robbery charge. 
and said he was facing from two 
to fifteen years in prison when the 
four defendants, Fletcher, King, 
Castater and Henry, caleld on him in 
August, 1918. 

“It was about a week or ten days 
before the primary,” McKeighan 
said. “King said he was making 
his last trip through the state, iren- 
ing out the rough spots and that I

CALL FOR NURSES 


Mobilization of All Work- 

ers in Southern Division 
Ordered in Effort to 
Combat Influenza Epi- 
demic. |

Mobilization of all Red Cross 
nurses in the southern division was 
ardered last night at headquarters 
here in an effort to combat influ- 
enza which is said to be spreading 
rapidly in South Carolina and, to a 
lesser degree, in Tennessee and 
Florida. 

In North Carolina it was said the 
malady has not spread to a great 
extent, but pneumonia complications 
are proportionately larger. Georgia, 
while having anepidemic ina num- 
ber of cities and towns, has so far 
had less trouble than the other four 
‘states in the division, according to 
reports to headquarters here. The 
following statement was issued: 

“The influenza epidemic in the 
south has reached such proportions 
that the shorta of community 
nurses is so gr t Miss Jane 
Van Der Vrede, head of the depart- 
ment of nursing for the southern 
division of the American Red Cross, 
last night sent to all available Red 
Cross nurses in the division telling 
them that the time has come for all 
nurses not already engaged in com- 
munity nursing in towns affected 
by influenza to drop private nursing 
unless it is a matter of life and 
death, and*to report to her at head- 
quarters for assignment to commu- 


nities where there is influenza and 
where nurses are badly needed. 
“Miss Van Der Vrede coupled her 
telegram to Red Cross nurses with 
an appeal to all nurses whe can do 
so to nurse influenza cases or com- 
municate with headquarters.”

London, February 12.—The allied 
supreme council today, after dis- 
cussing the situation arising from 
Germany's violent protest over the 
extradition demands, agreed on the 
question of insisting upon these 
demands, it was stated tonight. 

It had been reported that there 
are differences between France and 
, reat Britain as to whether the de- 
“mands should be modified. 

It is probable that the position 
of the allies will be set forth soon 
in a statement. This may take the 
form of another communication to 
Germany, or possibly one to Hol- 
land. As far as can be ascertained, 
however, nothing definite has heen 
decided regarding any further steps 
to be taken toward Holland. 

The council in dealing with other 
questions, decided that financial §x- 
perts of the allied governments, 
many of whom are here, should mect 
aoon to discuss the problem of in- 
ternational exchange in an effort to 
devise a plan for its stabilization. 
It was not settled when the first 
meeting of these experts should be 
held. 

The council decided finally that 
its headquarters should remain in 
Paris. For the convenience of the 
British governmental authorities, 
however, it will continue here for 
the present, probably through the 
coming fortnight. It is expected 
that Premiers Lioyd-George § and 
Nitti will be in constant attendance. 
Premier Millerand probably will be 
ealled home before long, in which 
case France will be represented by 
Philippe Berthelot, prolitical direc- 
ior of the foreign office, and Paul 
Cambon, ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain.

PLANNING BETTER 
HIGHWAY BRIDGES 


Methods of Strengthening 
Them for Heavy Motor 
Traffic and Car Shortage 
Discussed at Good Roads 
Meeting. |

Louisville, Ky. February 12.— 
(Special.)\—Methods of strengthen- 
ing and reconstructing highway 
bridges for heavy motor traffic and 
the car shortage were discussed at 
this morning’s session of the seven- 
teenth annual convention of Amer- 
ican Road Builders’ association. 
held at the Jefferson county armory, 

“Public Aid Funds” was dis- 
cussed by James H. McDonald, of 
New Haven, Conn. Mr. McDonald, 
who was one of the founders of the 
organization and served as its presi- 
dent for six years, also presided at 
the morning session. 

The report of the committee on 
“Methods of Strengthening and Re- 
constructing Bridges for Heavy 
Motor Traffic” was submitted by 
Willis Whited, bridge engineer of 
Pennsylvania. General discussion of 
the subject followed. 

H. G. Shirley, secretary of High- 
way Industries association, Wash- 
ington, D. C., presided at the after- 
noon meeting. George H. Price, 
New York, as chaipman of the com- 
mittee on “Regulations Covering 
speed, Weight and Vimensions or 
Motor Trucks,” gave the report com- 
piled by the committee. 

The Atlanta delegation, which is 
composed of W. Tom Winn, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Automobile as- 
sociation; Paul 8S. Etheridge, chair- 
man of the public works committee 
of Fulton county commission; W. A, 
Hansell, Jr., superintendent of Ful- 
ton county public works department, 
strongly indorsed the _ resolution 
adopted by the association urging 
legislation in congress for continua- 
tion beyond June 30, 1921, for gov- 
ernment participation in highway 
construction. 

The report of the committee on 
resolutions was adopted without 
opposition. ali 

The association adopted resolu- 
tions favoring the following: Dis- 
continuance of guaranteeing pave- 
ments; standardization of highway 
signs; holding of annual conven- 
tions with other organizations at 
the same time and place; continu- 
ance in office of all highway of- 
ficials rendering honest and ef- 
ficient service.

Before the convention and con- 
Sress closes, Mrs, Catt predicted 
several states would have ratified 
the suffrage amendment. 

This convention marks the disso- 
lution of the suffrage association, 
and the taking over of the woman 
voters’ interests by the league of 
woman voters. The dissolution of 
the association does not mean that 
the work of obtaining the ratifica- 
tion of, suffrage by the necessary 
thirty-six states will be stopped or 

iminished. Thirty states have rat- 
ified the suffrage amendment. 

“Our headquarters wil) remain in- 
tact, until the other six states are 
secured,” said Mrs. Catt. “We ex- 
pect Arizona, New Mexico and Okla- 
homa to ratify before the conven- 
tion closes, and Delaware, West Vir- 
ginia and Connecticut are our hope 
for the additional three states,” 

Lobbying for the various repub- 
lican candidates for president was 
carried on today, while the demo- 
crats also had workers among the 
women. The advertisements of two 
presidential candidates are promi- 
nently displayed as advertisements 
in the official program, handed out 
by the thousands. 

As a prelude to the possible po- 
litical alignment of the new wom- 
en’s Organiaztion, Shairman Will H. 
Hays, of the republican national 
committee, sent a statement to the 
women, in which he pointed to the 
passage of the equal suffrage 
amendment in congress by a re- 
publican majority. Later in the 
day Mrs. George Bass gathered dele- 
gates of democratic sympathies to 
protest against the republican ma- 
neuvers to swine the convention 
over to the republicans.

JULIUS CHAMBERS, | 
NEWSPAPER MAN, | 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


New York, February 12.—Julius 
Chambers, widely known newspa- 
per man, sMort story writer, ex- 
plorer and playwright, died tonight 
pneumonia. He was born in 
Bellefontaine, Ohio, in 1847, 

Mr. Chambers entered the news- 
paper field after his graduation 
from Cornell university and was 
associated with several New York 
dailies. He established the Paris 
edition of The New Yorw Herald in 
1887, having been that paper's cor- 
respondent at various times in 
London, Paris, Madrid and Havana. 
In 1873 he fitted out an exploring 
expedition which discovered Elk 
Lake, Minn., head waters of the 
Mississippi river. He was a mem- 
ber of the National Geographic so- 
eclety and a fellow of the Royal 
Geographic Society of England. 
For the last sixteen years he had 
written for The Brooklyn Daily 
Eagle. A widow and son survive 
him.

Washington, February 12.—Ap- 
pointment of a naval court of in- 
quiry to investigate the record of 
more than 2,000 men returned to the 
Service from the Portsmouth naval 
prison during the war, upon the rec- 
ommendation of Commander Thom- 
as Mott Osborne, and the effect of 
this policy upon the general effi- 
‘clency of the navy, has been re- 
quested by Captain Joseph K. Taus- 
sig, ot the naval war college at 
Newport, it was learned today. ' 

Captain Taussig’s request for a 
court of inquiry, made in a letter 
to the judge advocate general of the 
navy, was the result of Assistant 
necretary Roosevelt’s flat contradic- 
tion of recent charges by Taussig 
in an open letter to a service jour- 
nal that the effect of returning 
these men to ships had been det- 
rimental to both discipline and ef- 
ficiency in war time. Mr. Roose- 
velt, in denying the charges, de- 
Clared the records showed that 
“more than 70 per cent of the men 
returned to the service had made 
good.”’ 

The navy department, it was said, 
has not yet acted upon Captain 
Taussig’s request.

PLEA BY GEN. WOOD 
FUR AMERICANIZATION 


Cleveland, Ohio, February 12.—Ob- 
Sservance of the one hundred and 
eleventh birthday of Abraham Lin- 
coln was featured here today by the 
conference of the Lincoln American 
alliance, which ended tonight with 
a banquet, at which Major General 
W ood was the principal speaker. 
Various labor, business and univer- 
Sity leaders discussed problems of 
reconstruction during the morning 
and afternoon sessions. 

“We are specially interested to- 
day, not only to pay our small trib- 
ute of honor to the memory of Lin- 
coln,” General Wood said, “but also 
in asking ourselves what we are to 
do in preserving and strengthening 
the government which Lincoln main- 
tained, the nation which Lincoln 
saved. There are many grave ques- 
tions confronting us. We must build 
up and strengthen the spirit of na- 
tional solidarity.” 

Speaking of Americanization, Gen- 
eral Wood said we should pay closer 
attention to our immigrants than 
ever before. “Vast numbers of these 
people who are non-producers in the 
cities would be valuable producers 
if we could get them into the coun- 
try and scatter them among our ag- 
ricultural population,” he added. 

“We must do what we can to give 
American labor American leader- 
ship. The great bulk of the disturb- 
ances which arise in labor troubles 
come from alien leadership. We 
must take vigorous steps to deport 
the red element. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the Amer- 
ican labor is square and wants to do 
right. We must do all we can to 
harmonize the relations between 
capital and labor, to insure labor 
good working cecnditions, good hous- 
ing conditions and a wage which, 
with thrift and industry, will enable 
the worker to save.” 

General Wood urged that more at- 
tention be paid to our system of 
public education and agriculture, 
“which has peen altogether too 
much neglected.” 

Other speakers included Henry 
Lane Wilson, former ambassador to 
Mexico; Dr. John Wesley Hill and 
Dr. George Hubbell, president of 
Lincoln Memorial university.

Washington, February 12.—While 
little or no attempt is being made 
by personal solicitation to obtain 
business on German account, Ger- 
man trade interests are by no means 
neglecting the Canadian market, ac- 
cording to official advices from 
Kingston, Ontario, received here.

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HOLLAND IS DELAYING 
ENTERING THE LEAGUE 


The Hague, February 12.—Nego- 
tiations of the Dutch governrment 
with other neutrals regarding en- 
try into the league of nations have 
been without result, according to a 


| government statement to the par- 


liament, which tomorrow will take 
under consideration Holland’s par- 
ticipation. 

The statement says that neutrals 
could not make general reserva- 
tions because article one does not 
admit of any. The Dutch govern- 
ment’s delay in submitting the 
measure proposing the entrance of 
Holland is excused in the statement 
on the ground that the United 
States has taken no decision as yet 
and the Scandinavian countries 
have also delayed their decision. 

Holland has not been asked to 
submit a plan for a high court of 
but has nevertheless sub- 
mitted one which will be further 
discussed at a meeting of delegates 
from Holland, Switzerland and the 
Scandinavian countries at The 
Hague on February 15. 

The Dutch press considers Hol- 
land’s entrance into the league as 
certain, though reservations prob- 
ably will be submitted and dis- 
cussed in parliament.

DRESSED AS BOY,

New York, February 12.—The 
Story of the bravery and sacrifice 
during the war of 16-year-old Eca- 
terina Teodoroiu—the Rumanian 
Jeanne d’Arc—a girl scout who was 
killed in action, was told here to- 
day by Major Livius B. Teiusamau, 
military attache of the Rumanian 
legation at Washington, in an ad- 
dress before the Manhattan Coun- 
cil of Boy Scouts. The major, who 
is head of the Boy Scouts of Ru- 
mania, said that at the beginning 


of the war his country had 50,000 
boy and girl scouts. 

When the Rumanian army was 
mobilized, Ecaterina donned boy's 
clothes and enlisted in the eighth 
company of the eighth regiment.
